In a recent address Mr. Mundella, JI. 1'., 


has spoken of the Influence ot tie English 
education act on religious education, lie 
said: "Tho London school board in the out- 
set of 1(3 career pessed this resolution on tho 
subject of religious teaching: 'That in the 
schools provided by the board, the IMble shall 
be read and there shall be given such expla- 
nation and such Instructions therefrom in 
the principles of morality wd religion as are 
gulled to the capacity of children; provided 
that no attempt shall be made In any such 
schools to attach 'Mldrau to any particular 
denomination.' lint one complaint has been 
made concerning this system of religious in- 
struction in the day schools. A father wished 
hto children •withdrawn' from the religious in- 
struction; but they were not so wlthdrawu 
because the mother in«l>ted ou the children 
recel\ Ing religious instruction. This Is the sole 
complaint that has arisen In three years, and 
the London board deals with 800,000 child- 
ren. At the present moment there are 4,273,- 
000 receiving religions Instruction hi the day 
schools of England as against 1,073,000 In 
1870. Thus the education act has given an 
enormous Impulse to really deBnlte-rellglous 
Instruction, and an euthusi»»m for it not 
formerly exhibited." 
The day is not far dis- 


tant when unsectarlan mocal and religious 
Instruction will bo given in American schools. 
Such instruction It has bcou uMpnosoil would 
not bo feasible. Tho English experiment 
shows that it Is feoslblo. And America will 
before long corno to roeognizo that Instruction 
In morality Is as necessary to make good 
eltl/ens as Instruction In tho three U's. ,

Many hnvn taknn mlvantngo nf lh!| 
and hrno spent months In the collecting and 
aiianglng of mineral cabinets, anil none have 
followed the work with more satisfactory re- 
sults than our townsman, Mr. Irving Woolsey 
lie has one of the most valuable cabinets 
and withal the most artistically arranged, of 
any we have «ver seen. Every mine In. the 
upper San Miguel district Is represented, and 
In the collection are several rare specimens 
from the mines of Utah, Arizona, Old and 
New Mexico and many of the outside campi 
ot Colorado.
